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The 13th showing of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Futurity at 
Keeneland Race Course, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, on August 3 and 4 brought out 
one of the greatest sets of young cattle 
yet seen at this strong show. As a pre- 
view of what is ahead in our fall and 
winter shows the Futurity proved that 
competition is going to be very, very 
strenuous in the months ahead.

Specs 1956 our September issue has been dedicated 
to the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders of Canada, for 
they have contributed so much to the development 
and popularity of our breed. It is significant this year 
marks the 100th Anniversary of Aberdeen-Angus in 
the New World of which we are a part. 


According to A History of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle, 
by Alvin H. Sanders, the first known shipment of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle to the New World was in the 
form of a present from Lord Southesk to Sir George 
Simpson, an official of the Hudson’s Bay Company at 
Montreal. It was in 1859 or 1860 His Lordship sent 
out to Canada from the Kinnaird Castle Herd a bull 
and a heifer; the former Orlando, sired by Raven (270), 
a son of the famous Druid, and the heifer Dorothea 
by Fusilier (226), a son of Cupbearer (59), out of 
Fanny of Kinnaird (330). Dorothea had won first prize 
as a yearling at the English Royal. Sir George died 
in the fall of 1860, and there is now no trace of what 
became of Orlando and his mate. All we know is 
they entered the vast territory of the great Dominion, 
and faded as completely out of the picture as if they 
had never existed. 


However, in the year 1876 the first herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus was established on the Ontario Experi- 
mental Farm at Guelph, and here was born the first 
Aberdeen-Angus of record in the New World, “Eye- 
bright 2d”, dropped January 12, 1877. This birth is 
commemorated by a placque erected by the Canadian 
Aberdeen-Angus Association on February 1953 at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph, Ontario. 


We know the importation of the above animals must 
have been the key to the pioneer breeders becoming 
interested in producing Aberdeen-Angus. Their ef- 
forts have been rewarded with the rapid acceptance of 
the breed, both as registered and commercial animals, 
across all of Canada, influencing as well the develop- 
ment of Aberdeen-Angus in our own country, a busi- 
ness that today is an important part of our agricultural 
economy.

The question of feeder cattle prices 
this fall is still unsettled. Ranchers 
with plenty of feed are not forcing the 
issue. Corn Belt feeders who haven't 
done too well the past year are equal- 
ly cautious. 

Actually one of the big problems is 
the 1960 corn crop. Most of it went in 
late. An early frost could upset the 
predictions of a lot of experts. 
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Financing is another factor entering 
into the price picture more than most 
people realize. A man with many 
years experience in the movement of 
western cattle to midwestern feediots 
says that the change in banking prac- 
tices in many communities is forcing a 
major change in cattle feeding. 

As he sees it the days of the old 
“cattleman’s banker” in many com- 
munities appears to be over. Today's 
bankers, in many cases, are more in- 
terested in short-term consumer loans 
on cars and appliances. 

It is his experience that in the last 
two years many bankers were dis- 
interested in feeder cattle loans “un- 
less you can get cattle for less money.” 
As our friend sees it many feeders 
were not able to get the good and 
choice steers they formerly fed. “In- 
stead, for the first time, the big com- 
mercial feediots of the west began 
taking the fancy steers because they 
were a better buy. And the corn belt 
feeders big up the price on cheaper 
cattle because it was the only thing 
they get. And many of them didn’t do 
too well.” 
* 


Our cattleman friend points out that 
many corn belt farms could well use 
some good beef cows to utilize other- 
wise waste roughages. “But there 
aren't many bankers in the corn belt 
interested in loaning money on cows. 
This is in direct contrast to the range 
country where cow loans are prime 
business.”

Nineteen years ago a slim Illinois 
farm girl showed a lightweight Angus 
steer to first place in a class of 47 at 
the Illinois State Fair. The calf went on 
to win the Junior show championship 
and later was made Grand Champion 
of the open show. The girl was Lucile 
Rheude. 

August 16, 1960, Anne Lucile Pat- 
ton of Earl Park, Indiana, daughter of 
Lucile Rheude Patton, took her junior 
yearling heifer Blackbird A L P to first 
place in a class of 25 in the open show 
at the Illinois State Fair. As the mother 
watched her daughter in some of the 
toughest competition in the land her 
mind must have gone back to that 
August afternoon in 1941 when she 
was up against some of the pros of 
the beef world. Dad, John Patton, 
and young sister were also quietly but 
intently pulling for slim Indiana girl 
who did a masterful job of showing 
an exceptional heifer.

Incidentally young Anne Patton’s 
heifer is the first calf out of the heifer 
with which she won the Junior show 
championship at Indiana a couple of 
years ago.

Te SOME breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus in the United States, Can- 
ada, as it comes to mind, many times 
seems so very far away like it were 
some mysterious land with a high stone 
wall around it rather than the vast pro- 
ductive area that it really is just so 
many miles north of us with a single 
step across an imaginary line. To many 
Canadian breeders of the world’s best 
breed of beef cattle, no doubt this same 
feeling exists with regards to us in the 
States in spite of the fact that it’s much 
closer to Pittsburgh from Toronto than 
from Toronto to Winnipeg or from Pitts- 
burgh to Denver. 


However, through the years, the inter- 
change of Angus blood between herds 
back and forth across the border has, 
without question, strengthened and im- 
proved the Angus Breed in North Amer- 
ica beyond any measurable or imaginable 


quantity. 
been 


What a tragedy it would have 
had registration herd books been 
closed in either the United States or 
Canada to follow breeders across the 
border. 


There are few top herds in either 
country who don’t have a good herd bull, 
a few females, or descendants of noted 
cattle from across the border. This is a 
strong indication that the great Angus 
Fraternity, breeders with a purpose, 
know no barriers, when and where good 
cattle are concerned. 


Perhaps in the early 1950’s there was 
a higher number of breeders from both 
countries attending sales and buying 
seed stock back and forth than there is 
today. This is easily understood be- 
cause in the past few years, the decrease 
in prices commanded by purebred stock 
had a lasting effect upon the interest 
and enthusiasm of many breeders to the

extent that sale attendance was some- 
what smaller within any given area. 

In traveling around through both 
Canada and the United States, it is 
gratifying to know that this situation is 
rapidly changing, and interest and de- 
mand for both top bulls and females is 
gradually building up. 

Over the years, Canadian Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders, as well as the breed 
itself, have been fortunate in having a 
substantial number of purebred breed- 
ers who have done an outstanding job in 
developing and maintaining a _ high 
standard of excellence within the breed. 
It is a recognized fact that, in quality, 
type, and breeding, the best of the breed 
in Canada compare favorably with the 
best of this breed found in other coun- 
tries the world over. 

To bring out a point of utmost im- 
portance, let it be understood that there 
is absolutely no relationship between 
Aberdeen-Angus families and strains of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding, the latter 
having a significance which transcends 
family origin. The family system has 
to commend it, the fact that what are 
generally recognized as better families 
as a rule have been in the hands of the 
more constructive breeders. However, 
there have been but few instances, par- 
ticularly in American herds, where there 
has concentration of family 
blood. 


In the Canadian Provinces and par- 
ticularly in Ontario where we find the 
largest concentration of purebred Angus 
breeders, we find many herds not unlike 
the herds to be found in Great Britain in 
that such a concentration of one or two 
families does exist to the extent that 
some fifty to sixty percent of a herd 
may be of the same tribe or stem from 
one foundation cow. This may include 
three, four, or five generations, but these 
females are retained in the herd because 
of the records of the ancestors appear- 
ing in the pedigrees rather than because 
they all trace to one pet individual 
whose blood has been washed thin 
through intervening years so as to be- 
come negligible.

Families, as such, are of particular im- 
portance to the individual herd in ques- 
tion and to the breed; today, when cer- 
tain family names are mentioned or 
listed, we automatically think of them 
as having been established or coming 
from certain Canadian herds where con- 
structive breeding has been practiced 
through the years. 


The size of the herd is an ever im- 
portant topic of discussion wherever and 
whenever Angus breeders get together. 
The number of females maintained in 
the majority of Canadian herds is main- 
ly determined by one factor and that is 
how much feed can be produced on in-

Sunset Bay Farms — 


FEW MILES from Port Huron, 

Mich., over the Blue Water Bridge 
at Forest, Ontario, we find Sunset Bay 
Farms, owned by Robert L. Brown. The 
farms now number six ((all purchased 
at different times) and include 750 
acres. Mr. Brown’s herd of 175 brood 
cows is now one of the larger purebred 
units in Ontario, and the herd sires in- 
clude the $22,000 Ankonian O. B. 18th, 
by OO. Bardoliermere; Whitneymere 
507th, a son of Whitneymere; and Dor- 
Mac’s Bardoliermere 130th, a_ half 
brother to the last four International 
grand champion bulls by O. Bardolier- 
mere 2d. 

Since the herd was established in 1953, 
Sunset Bay Farms has purchased foun- 
dation seed stock from most of the more 
prominent Canadian herds and many 
have come from leading herds in the 
United States. 

Mr. Brown’s son-in-law, Ed. Semph, 


has been manager for the past four 
years, and the herdsman is Murray Mc- 
Taggart who was formerly herdsman for 
Don Edwards’ Anoka Farms. Every- 
one at Sunset Bay was busy getting 
ready for the fall sale. 


Anoka Farm — 

Farther east and south to Watford, 
Ont., at Don Edwards’ Anoka Farm, we 
see the first calves by Don’s latest herd 
sire, Whitneymere 5130, a rugged 
straight-lined son of Whitneymere. This 
well-bred bull was purchased last fall, 
and the calves look good and will no 
doubt develop out to be the right kind. 


Don’s two sons, Dan and Dave have 
been busy helping with the summer 
chores, and Dan finally proved to me 
that he could drive a truck. In the last 
year, Don has replaced some of his 
older cows with ten top replacement 
heifers, and just recently sold seven 
head of Angus to Mr. George P. Kelly, 
Morell, Prince Edward Island.

In the No. 2 herd is Bandolier of Hill- 
crest W. 2d, sired by Bandolier of Anoka 
W. 2d. This beefy sire with a world of 
quality was reserve junior champion at 
the 1957 Canadian Royal and stood third 
at Chicago the same year. Last year, 
he was reserve senior and reserve grand 
champion at the Western Fair in Lon- 
don. 

One of the top foundation cows in this 
herd was Lucy of Aberlour 3d who was 
grand champion three times at the 
Canadian Royal. 


Angus Manor Farms — 

Farther east on Route No. 7, we come 
to Irvin Schenk’s Angus Manor Farms 
at Petersburg. Mr. Schenk and son, 
Larry now have some 20 daughters of 
Kinlochmere 99th in the herd and calves, 
yes, fancy young calves by Great Oaks 
Bardoleenmere 65th are arriving daily. 
A very attractive young bull calf, rep- 
resenting the first cross of the “65th” on 
daughters of the “99th”, was in a box 
stall at the front of the barn indicating 
that this cross is really going to work. 
Angus Manor showed cattle at thirteen 
or fourteen fairs last year, and at Galt, 
this firm had the “Best Angus Herd” 
and “Best Herd of All Breeds” to win 
the coveted trophy. The “Best Angus 
Herd” is on a par with “Premier Ex- 
hibitor’s Award” in the States. A trophy 
was also on the mantle for the grand 
champion female at last year’s regional 
show at Acton.

Also at Petersburg is Ever Bloom 
Farm, owned and operated by Mr. Gor- 
don Schweitzer, assisted by son, Vernon.

A new record price for beef cattle was established August 1 at the Palermo International Livestock 
Exposition in Argentina when the Grand Champion Aberdeen-Angus bull sold at auction for 11 million 


American cattlemen attending the 
Palermo International Livestock expo- 
sition in Argentina early last month 
(August) saw a world record price 
smashed when an Aberdeen-Angus bull 
brought 11 million pesos ($134,200) at 
the auction sale following the show. The 
bull, Meridiano Julius 19th, which won 
the grand championship of the great 
Latin American show, was owned by El 
Meridiano de Sauze estate of Villa 
Sauze, Argentina, and was purchased by 
Jose Pacheco Alvear for his Cabana La 
Paloma, near Berdier, Argentina. 

The reserve grand champion bull, 
Julus 5239 de Acelain, owned by Acelain 
S. A. Agricola, brought four million 
pesos ($48,780). This bull sold to 
Comega Cia, S. A. Bringing two and 
one-half million pesos ($30,414) was 
Moon 3700 Proudtop sired by Ankonian 
5202, a bull exported to Argentina by

$159,085 for 178 lots of cattle in the dis- 
persion of the nationally known Red 
Gate herd of Edward Jenkins near Mill- 
wood, Virginia.

A full field day program stressing red meat—both An- 
gus beef and pork—was presented July 16 at Sir William 
Farm near Hillsdale, New York. This annual event, hosted 
by Leon Rubin of Sir William Farm, had as its Angus co- 
operators Rally Farms and Ben Tulloch Farm of nearby 
Millbrook, New York. Each of these herds brought cattle 
for judging and the type demonstration. 

Sir William Farm consists of 500 acres owned and 200 
acres leased in the picturesque Berkshires. Extensive im- 
provements have been made, and are being made, for the 
Angus herd and for the Yorkshire and Berkshire swine opera- 
tion. 

The more than 300 field day visitors were taken on a tour 


of the pastures and their quota of cows and calves. Others, 
mostly of the younger generation, had a birdseye view of 
Sir William from a helicopter—something new in field day 
attractions, 

The offering of the host farm in the show barn, and else- 
where, consisted largely of the sons and daughters of im- 
ported Elation of Eastfield. And a very typy, soggy lot they 
were. Leon Rubin remarked that the farm had two sets of 
twins and a set of triplets this year by “Elation”. Unfortun- 
ately one of the triplets failed to live beyond a few hours. 

The Rally Farms cattle presented included three heifers 
by Whitneymere 186th, by Homeplace Eileenmere 210th, and

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W. A. McHENRY 


The Angus breed has been fortunate in the caliber of the 
men who established our foundation lines of cattle. Had it 
not been for their integrity and vision our unprecedented prog- 
ress in the last half century would not have been possible. 

One of the greatest of the early breed builders was William 
Alexander McHenry. A practical cattleman early attracted to 
Angus by their feedlot performance; a keen student of gene- 
tics bloodlines and type; a man of considerable wealth who 
was able to invest in herd-improving bulls and females when 
needed — all of this entered into the broad and strong foun- 
dation built by W. A. McHenry. This foundation today is 
found in the background of sought-after bloodlines. The Mc- 
Henry Barbaras and McHenry Blackcaps, developed in the 
McHenry herd, to say nothing of the blood of Earl Marshall, 
are still valued in the breed more than three decades after 
the herd passed from the hands of W. A. McHenry. 

Discharged as a sergeant in the 8th Illinois Cavalry at the 
end of the Civil War young W. A. McHenry and his bride 
came by prairie schooner to Denison, lowa. With $300 in 
borrowed funds he went into partnership with an older broth- 
er in the real estate and banking field. By the late 1880s W. 
A. McHenry owned several thousand acres of Midwestern 
land. A large scale cattle feeder and commercial beef breeder 
Mr. McHenry was one of the first men in Iowa to cross An- 
gus bulls on Shorthorn cows. The results were so successful 
that in 1887 he established his registered Angus herd at Mc- 
Henry Park, on the west edge of Denison. Not a show place 
but a practical Iowa cattle farm this home of the Premier 
Herd was an Angus Mecca of international repute for many 
years. 

From the start William Alexander McHenry was never a 
cattle trader but an Angus breeder in the strictest sense of 
the term. The foundation females, bought at substantial 
prices for those times, came from the established herds of 
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J. W. Harvey of Turlington fame, H. H. Cochrane of Quebec, 
and Geary Brothers and Mossom Boyd & Company of On- 
tario. One of the good bulls of the day, Abactor, was selected 
to head the new herd. As other good females and bulls be- 
came available the size and quality of the McHenry herd was 
increased. There was never a time when he could not find 
room for a good one. Yet even at its peak strength the Mc- 
Henry herd was not large by today’s standards. But quality 
was kept high by culling and by the addition of good cattle. 
That McHenry “eye for a good one” early became famous 
in the breed. 

One of the first cows secured by the lowa breeder was Bar- 
barity 2d — the foundation female of the McHenry Barbaras, 
the Barbara Woodsons, the Rosemere Barbaras, and others. 
And this 73 years ago! 

By the early 1890s the McHenry herd began making itself 
known in the showring. By 1916 when the herd was sold, in- 
tact, it had won more than 2,000 firsts and championships in 
major shows of the country. 


In 1900 the opportunity presented itself to make the Mc- 
Henry herd the top one of the breed. One of the long-estab- 
lished herds, and chief showring competition, was the Wood- 
land herd of Wallace Estill of Missouri. Dispersion of the 
Woodland herd in Chicago brought to the W. A. McHenry 
banner some of the great cattle of the breed. Included in the 
purchases were Lucia Estill, many times grand champion and 
purchased at the record price for an Angus female—$2,800. 
However, it was in the purchase of a bull, sold without a 
guarantee, that the lowa breeder had the greatest future 
success. That bull was 10th Laird of Estill, bought for $1,150. 
He sired many show winners for W. A. McHenry but today 
nis chief claim to fame was that he was the grandsire of both 
the sire and the dam of one (Please turn to page 140)

Cornbelt and western cattle finishers 
put forth a tremendous effort during the 
July period to hold down fat steer re- 
ceipts in an attempt to check further 
price losses in the live trade. Despite this 
bold stand by producers, live prices that 
have been edging lower since last March, 
dropped to new lows for the year. 

Not until the outset of August did the 
trade finally begin to shew some 
strength as a result of this cut in volume. 
But the early August upturn was strict- 
ly a forced affair, with the undertone 
still weak. 

Many connected with the live trade 
were of the opinion that prices would be- 
gin to show some strength during the 
July period. They were even somewhat 
awed when steers remuined under pres- 
sure in face of reduce! volume. 

Certainly slaughter steers are not be- 
ing pressured by any over production of 
pork, beef’s top competitor over the 
meat counters. Too, production of other 
red meats at present is not at a maxi- 
mum. Most of the bearishness on the 
part of beef processors during the month 
of July was a result of extreme dullness 
in the wholesale beef trade. Buyers cen- 
tered most of the downward pressure on 
the longer fed, mature steers grading 
average choice and above. Outlet for the 
better cuts of beef proved extremely slow 
and at times processors were forced to 
hold beef from one week to the next. A 
break in the hot weather could correct 
part of this situation, but some of the 
season's hottest weeks are yet to come. 

The most recent decline in live steer 
prices during July not only moved the 
general level of the live trade to new 


lows for the year, but also proved the 
lowest for a July period in three years. 

High choice to prime steers felt the 
full brunt of the decline. At the outset, 
prime steers topped at $29.50 and work- 
ed sharply lower down to a practical top 
of $27.50 at the very close. The late top 
was the lowest for any period in three 
years. 

Losses in the better kinds came de- 
spite the fact that longerfed offerings of 
high choice to prime quality only made 
up a small percentage of the total re- 
ceipts. Prime steers continued to make 
up less than five per cent of the run. 

Only 19 loads of steers topped the Chi- 
cago market during the past four weeks. 
Of this total, 17 loads were Angus and 
only the Blacks topped the market when 
the trade was at full strength the first 
three days of the market week. 

The month’s extreme top was $29.75, 
paid early for a load of Nebraska-fed 
Angus that averaged 1371 lbs. Late it 
took a prime load of steers to bring over 
$26.25. 

At the close when prime steers topped 
at $27.50, a load of 1228 Ib. strictly high 
ortend steers that were on full feed for 
21 months, sold $2.00 over the top of the 
market at $29.50. These steers were from 
the same Illinois-feedlots as the Interna- 
tional grand champion carlot steers of 
1958 and 1959. They all graded prime 
and dressed out 65 per cent, Their cover- 
ing on the outside was exceptionally 
smooth for being on feed for almost two 
years. 

Numerous loadlots of high choice to 
prime steers sold from $26.06 to $27.50. 
Near the close these same kinds sold 
from $25.50 to $26.50, with extreme

weights selling at the $25.00 mark. A 
load of 1610 lb. offerings of prime qual- 
ity sold at $25.75. Also at the low time, 
some strictly choice offerings averaging 
1300 lbs. and up sold in the high end of 
the $24.00 column. 

The bulk of the good and choice steers 
sold within a price range of $24.00 to 
$26.50, with the least amount of price 
change noted in steers grading choice 
and below averaging down from 1050 
pounds. Limited offerings of steers grad- 
ing standard and below generally sold 
downwards from $22.50. 

At the finish the price spread in fat 
steers narrowed down to $5.00, prime be- 
ing quoted at $27.50 and low good grades 
at $22.50. This was the smallest price 
spread since last Fall. 

With continued reduced marketings 
during the outset of Angust, the better 
grades of steers picked up some strength 
and the top moved back to $28.50. With 
the price spread so narrow, lesser quality 
steers were costing just as much in the 
meat as some of the better grade 
offerings. 

Heifers, despite their smaller numbers, 
followed the same lower price trend as 
fat steers. Like steers, this class suffer- 
ed the biggest losses on the better grades. 

Prime heifers topped at $28.00 at the 
outset of the July period, At the close, 
prime heifers topped at $25.75 and this 
price was paid very sparingly. At the 
low time for heifers, a good share of the 
choice offerings were purchased from 
$24.00 to $24.50. The bulk of the good 
and choice heifers sold from $23.50 to 
$25.25. Late, it took strictly prime heif- 
ers to bring $25.00. 

The only bright spot in the livestock 
picture was the continued sharp upturn 
in live hog prices. The higher trend for 
hogs has actually been in progress since 
the outset of the year. The average price 
for hogs opened the new year at $12.15 
with the top at $14.35. During July best 
hogs topped at $19.00 and buyers on the 
Chicago market paid an average rate of 
$16.65 for all hogs and sows. 

The upturn in hogs was attributed to 
a combination of reduced volume and 
broad killer demand. Early estimates of 
the July hog slaughter by inspected 
packers was placed near the 4,400,000 
head mark. This would be an approximate 
drop of 700,000 head from June and some 
800,000 fewer than July of last year. 

Farmers and ranchers were informed 
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that the cattle on feed July lst was up 
4 per cent from the same period a year 
ago. Many connected with the trade ex- 
pected a larger increase. 

It was also noted that the report by 
the crop board showed that the total 
number of cattle on feed has declined 
sharply in the last three months, drop- 
ping 16 per cent from the last report 
issued on April 1st. 

The number weighing 900 to 1099 
pounds totaled 1,781,000 head, up 43,000 
head from a year ago. The report from 
feeders in the 21 states indicated that 
they intended to market 58 per cent of 
their current inventory during July, 


August and September. This would be 
3,118,000 head of fed cattle, 6 per cent 
above the comparable marketings of 
2,937,000 head during the third quarter 
of 1959. 

This report was followed by a calf crop 
report indicating the crop at 41,747,000 
head expected for 1960. This was up | 
per cent from a year ago and the fourth 
largest on record. 

The 16,798,000 head calf crop expected 
for the north-central states is virtually 
the same as last year. Biggest increase 
was noted in the west-north-central 
states at 10,793,000, up 50,000 head from 


a year ago.

dividual farms where purebred Angus 
are raised rather than how many cows 
are needed to produce sufficient seed 
stock to have a yearly production sale 
or how many cows should be kept to be 
able to afford the right kind of ex- 
perienced labor with respect to herdsmen 
or managers. 


The majority of farms produce all or 
nearly all of the feed needed to maintain 
the herd with the exception of protein 
concentrates. Some feeders find it neces- 
sary to sell some oats or barley and buy 
corn because of the shorter growing 
season, but the amount of hay, silage, 
and grain a farm will produce is still 
the main determining factor in whether 
a herd of thirty or a herd of sixty brood 
cows will be maintained. 


The show season is well under way in 
Canada, and as a rule, we find Canadian 
breeders exhibiting their better Blacks 
at more of these events than do many 
of our American breeders. Competition 
seems somewhat keener, and will almost 
reach a frenzied pitch by the time of 
the Toronto Royal Winter Fair which 
is held the middle of November. By this 
time, many of the more discussed “tops” 
will already have been pitted against 
each other, but to win at the “Royal” 
is little less than winning at the Inter- 
national. 


In addition, most firms ready at least 
one or two steers for the major events 
such as the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion and the “Royal”, and to win with 
a steer seems even more important than 
to win with a bull or female. Strong 
emphasis is also placed upon carcass 
contests, and well this might be what 
with all the conversation these days 
about performance testing, rate of gain, 
and weight for age. 


From the annual report of Canada 
Packers Ltd., we learn, “The inspected 
slaughter of cattle of all breeds and 
grades in Canada in 1959 was 6.1% 
less than in 1958. This decrease was 
due to a strong United States demand 
for feeder cattle in 1958 which reduced 
the supply of cattle available for slaugh- 
ter in Canada in 1959. The United States 
demand for Canadian feeder cattle was 
greatly reduced in 1959, leaving more 
cattle available for feeding in Canada. 
This has resulted in an increase in 
Canadian inspected slaughterings of 
13.4% in the first five months of 1960. 
An interesting development in_ the 
Canadian cattle industry is the extent to 
which cattle feeding, with the resulting 
production of top quality cattle and 
beef, has increased in the last few 
years. This is evident from the increas- 
ing percentage of top quality cattle in 
the inspected slaughterings.”

Many breeders in both 
countries reciprocate both in attendance 
at these sales and in purchases wherever 
and whenever cattle are offered that will 
do justice to their individual herds.

On 250 acres, Mr. Bailey maintains 40 
brood cows headed by Ankonian O. B. 
1316, a son of Ankonian O. B. 13th, and 
the “1316th” is out of the same Pauline 
dam as Kinlochmere 99th. This bull had 
just been named supreme champion in 
competition at the Sutton 
Fair, and he is owned jointly with Mr. 
W. C. Hall, Millbrook, Ont. 

Thirty-six years ago, Mr. Bailey 
picked potatoes for 65 days for a dollar 
a day, and with this money purchased his 
first Angus heifer for $65.00. Since this 
beginning, Malcolm has pur- 
chased cattle from many of the top 
breeders in both Canada and the United 
States, and has sold cattle to 
breeders throughout the country. The 
bull that no doubt had the most influ- 
ence in his herd was a son of Hideaway 
Black Prince, Black Prince of Woodslea 
3d. His best families through the years 
from a standpoint of production and 
monetary return have been the Royal 
Lady and Blackcap Empress tribes. 

It might be well to note here that 
Royal Prince of Elm Grove, a son of Black 
Prince of Woodslea 3d, bred by Mal- 
colm Bailey and son, Ross, was sold in 
the Ontario Bull Sale at Toronto on 
March 5, 1959, to View Hulloa Farm, 
King, Ont., for $2,800. To date, “Royal 
Prince” is the highest-gaining Angus 
bull performance tested in Ontario with 
an average daily gain of 3.13 lbs. He 
was the highest selling Angus bull sold 
in any of the Toronto Beef Bull Sales, 
and he was the reserve champion Angus 
bull in the show.

The first 
Angus at Innisfil were purchased from 
Edwards Bros., and most of the pur- 
chased foundation stock since has come 
from Anoka Farms and the Windfields 
Farm. This is the fourth year that In- 
nisfil Farm has exhibited cattle at the 
shows, and the herd is predominantely 
“Pridemeres”. Mr. Clark says that his 
Prides and Pridemeres have been his 
best producing families. 

This has been a strong Shorthorn 
area for years, and just recently, three 
new Angus herds have been established 
close by with foundation cattle pur- 
chased from Innisfil Farm.

It required a full 
day of careful and thorough considera- 
tion to select a winner from the con- 
testants representing sixteen states. 
Bonnie Sue’s high achievements and 
scholastic record awarded her this honor. 

Bonnie Sue graduated in June from 
James River High School as third rank- 
ing student with an average of 95.41 and 
a straight A average in her senior year. 
During her eight years in club work she 
has completed over thirty Angus proj- 
ects in addition to many other projects 
in other fields. Some of these have been 
field crops such as corn, barley, alfalfa, 
oats, as well as hogs, safety, and electric. 
In home economics she has completed 
projects in food preparation, food preser- 
vation, room improvement, looking your 
best, money management, and health. 


Of her Angus, Bonnie Sue writes: 
“I only have ten head of registered 
Angus cattle (two of these are baby 
calves). I have two calves due in Au- 
gust and September. 

In 1953 my parents gave me an Angus 
heifer for Christmas. My 4-H county 
agent gave me a feeding program. My 
heifer (I call Blackeyes) was vaccinated 
and tested. In 1954 I got another heifer 
(Uddles) and in 1955 I got another one 
(Dutchess). These two were vaccinated 
and tested. We used the feeding pro 
gram the county agent gave me and | 
worked very hard with my heifers. I 
fed them grain morning and evening and 
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they had fresh water, good hay and salt 
at all times. 

My parents gave me these heifers 
with my education in mind. I had sold 
five calves from my first heifer for a 
total of $1,125 and two calves from my 
second heifer for $310. This money would 
have gone a long ways toward my edu- 
cation, but the small farm we bought 
was very run down. I have used this 
money for fences, hayfields, pastures, 
and I also had to buy a registered Angus 
bull because there was no one near me 
with a registered bull. We cannot regis- 
ter our calves if the cows are bred ar- 
tificially. 

I have great hopes for my herd al- 
though I can never have a large herd 
unless we can purchase more land. 

I want to finish my college education, 
and work and save money to build a 
good registered Angus herd. Since 
Angus cattle are the best, I know my 
future and old age will be taken care 
of if I can complete my dreams with 
these excellent animals. 

I hope we will have the farm in good 
shape soon with fences, pastures and hay 
enough to winter my cattle. After my 
first two years in college, I think my 
cattle will finance most of my Junior and 
Senior years. 

I plan to do some part-time work this 
summer so as to help as much as I 
can. I have one steer to sell. I have 
not had any experience with other 


breeds. We moved to the country when 
I was 9 years old and I immediately 
joined the 4-H club. A neighbor 4-H 
boy had an Angus heifer and my parents 
were so impressed that they gave me 
one for Christmas in 1953. We were so 
pleased with this heifer that we never 
changed breeds and never will as we are 
completely satisfied with the Angus 
breed. The Blacks are the best and a 
sound investment.” 

The Committee wishes to thank the 
many Auxiliary members and state Com- 
mittee Chairmen, as well as the 4-H Ex- 
tension Club Leaders throughout the 
country for the time and thought ex- 
tended by them to the American Angus 
Auxiliary. It is only through this kind 
of cooperation that they are able to com- 
plete this contest.

of the outstanding bulls the breed has 
known, Earl Marshall. 

Although he was a man of wealth and 
employed some of the greatest herdsmen 
of the day — Billy Carter, Bob Johnson 
and in the herd’s show yard heyday John 
Brown, who later achieved fame as a 
breeder with the El-Jon herd—Mr. Mc- 
Henry’s interest in his Angus was not 
that of an absentee owner. He enjoyed 
showing. He knew his cattle by sight; he 
had to, for he abhorred the clanking of 
neck chains. He constantly studied his 
cattle and was not blind to their faults. 
These faults he corrected over the years 
through matings—smoothness of shoul- 
der, more width, greater capacity. 

One of the ironies of Mr. McHenry’s 
many years of Angus breeding is that he 
never got to show an International grand 
champion bull of his own breeding. Sev- 
eral females won the coveted Interna- 
tional purple; six times cattle from the 
Premier Herd won the get of sire; he 
owned Glenfoil Thickset 2d, only bull to 
win the Chicago championship three 
times, but this after his showring days; 
a purchased bull, Erwin C., was cham- 
pion in 1913. But in the herd when it 
was sold in 1916 was a two-year old bull 
that was destined to write Angus his- 
tory. Earl Marshall became the sire of 5 
International grand champion sons and a 
champion daughter; 7 times sons and 
daughters were in first place get of sire 
groups; a son, Blackcap Revolution, sired 
3 International champion sons. 

A story has grown up in Angus folk- 
lore that Earl Marshall’s career as a sire 
was an accident; that he was destined 
to become a steer, but was missed. This 
Mr. McHenry and John Brown heatedly 
denied. His sire, Protine, was the best 
son of the McHenry sire, Baden Lad 
whose “get” won at the International 
four times. His dam, Erica McHenry 
12th, was considered by her owner the 
best cow in the herd. It was hoped that 
the mating would produce a bull, and it 
did. After a brief, but successful, show 
career Earl Marshall was put to work. 
And the rest is history. 

Three times W. A. McHenry was elect- 
ed president of the American Angus As- 
sociation. He served many terms, over 
the years, as a director. 

A master of selective matings and de- 
velopment these words from William 
Alexander McHenry are as apropos as 
they were when they were written 50 
years ago: 

“A showman’s success depends prima- 
rily upon the type of his cattle. No 
amount of skill in fitting and showing 
will compensate for marked deficiencies 
in conformation or breed type. Necessar- 
ily one must know the showring stand- 
ard of his breed. He must know just the

The writer might have gone on to 
put these additional words in the man’s 
mouth: “I love the healthful outdoor life and 
the freedom and independence of the ‘family 
farm’ and am going to be here in any event 
so I don’t figure anything for my time. As 
for a herd bull, he didn't cost me anything 
grandma bought him for me. I realize my 
cows won't live forever but when they give 
out in sixteen to twenty years I will have 
mine made and plan to move to Florida. I'm 
getting $250 average for my calves at wean- 
ing time and this multiplied by fifty cows: 
less the $50 per cow expense; makes my in 
come $10,000 per year which ain't bad even 
compared to my brother-in-law who works as 
a plumber and is not allowed the pleasure of 
furnishing his own tools.”

sort of cattle which the most experienced 
and respected judges prefer. Although 
individual judges have little preferences 
of their own there is a general pattern 
for each breed which is closely followed 
by them all. This pattern shapes itself 
gradually as time goes on, according to 
commercial market demands for beef 
cattle. 


“It is something of an art to pick out 
thin cattle which will develop into the 
correct show type when fitted. One must 
know by experience how an animal fills 
out with the addition of flesh. It is most 
essential to have cattle of good lines, 
straight and level in the back, and also 
in the underline, standing on short legs 
wide apart. The general build should be 
blocky and wide. It is especially neces- 
sary to have great depth of chest and 
flank and width between the front legs. 
There must also be full thighs, extending 
well downward toward the hocks, and a 
low twist. The shoulders, backs and hips, 
even of thin animals, should carry an ap- 
preciable covering of flesh, indicating a 
wealth of lean meat, which is a necessary 
foundation on which to build a show car- 
cass. To go with this general conforma- 
tion there should be a fine, intelligent 
looking head, set on a short neck, which 
should gradually taper into a smooth 


junction with the shoulder. 
i “One should especially avoid cattle 


which are long necked, narrow of build, 
and have long slender heads and necks. 
This kind of conformation is not asso- 
ciated with thick beef or great feeding 
capacity. Although any thin bull or cow 
gains the appearance of being lower set 
as it fattens, no amount of feed will bring 
the leggy, long necked, slab sided animal 
into a low-set, wide shape. 


“There must be a vigorous constitution 
and a disposition to be ready always for 
feed, as a thick, smooth finish cannot be 
put on an animal devoid of these qualifi- 
cations. A good, soft, pliable skin is an- 
other special essential. It is generally 
associated with a good feeding capacity, 
and the ability to turn feed into the right 
sort of meat. Animals with soft, pliable 
skins will commonly put on considerably 
more finish. The longer the time that 
may be taken in putting on the desired 
flesh, the thicker and smoother it will be 
at the end. Very heavy feeding for a 
short period to make up for lost time is 
apt to derange the animal’s digestion and 
also put on rough flesh.” 


In 1916, at the age of 75, W. A. Mc- 
Henry made the reluctant decision to sell 
his cattle. The fact that the herd, and its 
years of development, would not be lost 
in a dispersion also prompted the deci- 
sion, So it was sold as a unit to Escher & 
Ryan of Irwin, lowa. The price was the 
then record sum of $80,000.

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Mahogany Farms Host to 


Lansing Farmers Club 


Mahogany Farms, located on Route 
M47, 6 miles northeast of Williamston, 
Michigan, was host to 70 members of 
the Lansing, Michigan Farmers Club 
Monday evening, August 1. William A. 
Brittain, Ann Arbor Industrialist who 
acquired this farm in 1958, served the 
members of the club a full course din- 
ner of prime Angus beef on the farm 
lawn after a tour of the farm. 

Mahogany Farms consists of 800 acres 
well known to Angus breeders as Raona 
Farms previously owned by Dr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Wadley of Lansing. Since the 
purchase of the 800 acre farm a year 
and a half ago, Mr. Brittain has pur- 
chased another 200 acres and leases 200 
more acres close by. A landing strip 
and airplane hangar are being built on 
the farm as well as extensive housing 
for farm personnel. Mahogany Farms 
will soon be contained in more than 
80,000 feet of concrete fencing. Visitors 
at the farm were very interested in see- 
ing the reinforced concrete rails and 
posts being manufactured and set on the 
farm. This fencing project is part of 
the three year improvement program in- 
augurated by Mr. Brittain when he pur- 


chased the farm. Already more than 
30,000 feet of this fence has been put 
into place. 


Mr. Brittain has had a stable of suc- 
cessful show horses for the last 20 years, 
and one of his show winners was the 
famous saddle horse “Mahogany” for 
which his farms are named. This was 
the beginning of Mr. Brittain’s interest 
in farming, purebred livestock and 
showing. 

Visitors at the farm were shown 
through the newly remodeled show barn 
and given a preview of the Mahogany 
show string of cattle that will be ex- 
hibited at the Michigan State Fair 
later this year. At the conclusion 
of this inspection Dale Runnion, Ad- 
vertising Manager of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal, gave a_ short talk 
and demonstration pointing out the ad- 
vantages of Aberdeen-Angus cattle over 
the other beef breeds. The breeding herd 
at Mahogany Farms is being built to 
about 150 cows. John Sheridan is in 
charge of the breeding herd and show 
cattle. 


Another important operation in the 


Mahogany Farms program is the com- 
mercial cattle feeding program. The 
visitors were taken to the feeder pens 
where they saw the automatic feeding 
equipment in operation. The ration calls 
for a high moisture corn and haylage. 
The present storage and feeding pro- 
gram makes use of four Harvestore silos. 

While visiting the feeding floors Ray 
Smith, manager of Mahogany Farms 
and manager of Raona Farms for seven- 
teen years prior to this change in owner- 
ship, explained that the program calls 
for increasing the operation to six Har- 
vestore silos and enough feeding space 
so that they can market a hundred 
choice steers each month. At the present 
time there are 350 Northwest steers on 
feed, about half of them are black-white 
faced steers purchased for Mahogany by 
Jennings Bros. of Highmore, South Da- 
kota. Ray Smith pointed out to the visi- 
tors present that the majority of these 
steers were sired by Angus bulls that 
have been purchased from this Michigan 
farm over the past years and sold to 
ranchers in the South Dakota area, 

The feeders are shipped from the 
west to Mahogany Farms and are put 
on pasture, or other roughage depending 
on the time of year, until they are on 
full feed and then are put in the feed 
lot for a 90 day to a 120 day finishing 
period. At the present time most of the 
cattle are marketed through small pack-

BANMERE DIES 


Banmere, another great bull, has gone 
to meet his Scottish ancestors. 

In 1950, Tilden Southack and Chester 
Plonski went to Tolan Farm and after 
looking over many bulls, decided on and 
were able to buy Banmere for a sum of 
$40,000. 

The senior calf fulfilled all expecta- 
tions at Whitetail Farm. The extreme 
fineness of head was transmitted to his 
calves, along with his smoothness and 
quality. He was the perfect “Platinum 
Bull”, and his calves sold from 
Canada to Texas. 

In 1955, Graystones and Stillwater 
Farm, respectively, bought one-third in- 
terests in The three farms 
worked out a program wherein the bull 
was used extensively on cows at these 
farms. His breeding greatly improved 
the herds. 

Later on, because of the large number 
of Banmere daughters in the Whitetail 
Farm herd, it was no longer practical to 
keep him. When Graystones dispersed, 
Dave Canning and John Tolan bought 
this interest, and thereafter used him 
with Stillwater in their herds. 

Perhaps he will be remembered mostly 
for having sired Lady Banmere, the In- 
ternational Champion Female in 1952, 
the youngest female ever to take this 
honor. Lady Banmere belonged to J. 
Garrett Tolan Farms. He will also be 
remembered by many people who have 
found that a Banmere son or daughter 
has added considerable quality and type 
to their herds.

Fine Day - Fine Crowd - Fine Program 
At Oklahoma Field Day 


That is what went into the making of 
that kind of field day held by the Okla- 
homa Angus Association at Orchard Hill 
Farms, Enid, Oklahoma, August 12th. 


Benny Scott, full-time Secretary of the 
Oklahoma Angus Association started the 
program rolling with the introduction of 
Jess Cooper, National Association field- 
man who gave an informative type de- 
monstration using one of the Orchard 
Hill show heifers, the Junior Heifer Calf 
that stood third at Denver in 1960. 


This was followed by a Judging Con- 
test on four classes of cattle. Glen 
Bratcher, Oklahoma State University 
Head of the Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment and Carlton Corbin, Stoneybroke 
Ranch, Ada, Oklahoma were the official 
judges. Divisions were FFA, 4-H and 
Adult. 


In the FFA judging, with 24 teams, 
Morrison County won first; Beaver 
County 2d. FFA individuals winning 
were Robert Conner, Beaver, first and 
Larry Seeliger, Morrison, second. 4-H 
results with 8 teams showed Kay County 
winning first and Noble County 2d. 4-H 
individuals winning were Johnnie Jelsma 
of Kay County and Carolyn Novy of 
Garfield County. In the adult division 
57 participated. Benton Thomason, Still- 
water, won first, Marvin Gates, Still- 
water, second, Bill Sutton, third. 


After a barbecue lunch prepared by 
the widely known “Clay Potts” gang 
from O. S. U., Mr. Doyle Cotton, owner 
of Orchard Hill, officially welcomed his 
guests, the approximately 450 people 
who were present. He was followed up 
by his manager-partner, Dillard Bryce 
with comments as to their breeding pro- 
gram and how the good show cattle 
around the farm were bred. He stated 
that there are 1064 acres in the farm, 
640 in crops, wheat, temporary pasture, 
silage feed, etc. The herd bulls being 
used at Orchard Hill are Barbara Bando- 
lier of Don Head (50 daughters make up 
half of the 100 cow herd), Bandolier of 


Orchard Hill 17th; Ankonian 32135; 
Searlett Bardoliermere SAA. 

Frank Richards, National Association 
Secretary, was on hand for a talk on 
the progress the breed is making in the 
state, warning that this was no time 
to become complacent, but continue to 
promote and build the breed, pointing 
out that he would like to see more Okla- 
homa Angus shown at the Oklahoma 
fairs. Here he pointed out also that 
the Association is putting up $5000 
prize money at the Tulsa show and that 
is as much as they put up anywhere, in- 
cluding Chicago. 

Dr. Paul Keesee, Partner-Manager of 
KerMac, past president of the Oklahoma 
Association, talked about the responsi- 
bility of the Oklahoma members, em- 
phasizing that it would be only as strong 
or weak as members made it. 

The Oklahoma Association has been 
most active the past few years, organ- 
izing and promoting consignment sales, 
not only bull and female sales but feeder 
sales at central points. Dr. Doyle Cham- 
bers from Oklahoma State University 
gave a talk pointing out that these are 
benefitting the breeders and buyers and 
that it is the duty of members to see 
that quality and quantity continued to 
keep the program in process. 

Nelson Roberts from WKY Radio-TV, 
Oklahoma City and Herb Karner of the 
Tulsa World Newspaper were on hand 
to tell the breeders the kind of informa- 
tion they could be furnishing that would 
not only help them promote their own 
herd but would also help the breed. 

Just before the judging contest 
awards, Dale Engler of the famed Ram- 
sey Ranch, a commercial ranch at El- 
dorado, Kansas, talked about their opera- 
tion stressing that weaning weight, per 
cent of calf crop and quality were the 
three things that constitute the kind of 
calf crop you have. 

All of this was held under the cool 
shade and open barns at Orchard Hill on 
a record cool day for this time of year 
in Oklahoma. 


BULL TESTING PROGRAM TO 
FIND CLEAN SIRES 

The problem of dwarf animals occur- 
ring in major beef cattle breeds has at- 
tracted wide interest during the past 
few years. Numerous ways for detect- 
ing the presence of dwarf carriers have 
been studied, ranging from progeny tests 
to laboratory techniques and X-ray. At 
the present time, none of the laboratory 
tests are sufficiently positive to warrant 
their use and the progeny test is the only 
recommended method. 

The general procedure in progeny tests 


is to breed a bull in question to at least 
16 known carrier cows. If all of the 16 
calves resulting from these matings are 
normal, then the bull is recognized as a 
normal animal and does not carry the 
recessive dwarf characteristics, in all 
probability. This procedure is recog- 
nized by the American Angus Associa- 
tion, and if a bull tests “clean”, he is 
then eligible for recognition by the As- 
sociation. 

Over the past several years, South- 
west Agricultural Institute has been 
studying this problem and, as a result, 
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has accumulated a herd of Angus and

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NATIONAL WESTERN 
EXPANDS STOCK SHOW 
FACILITIES 


Construction is proceeding rapidly on 
the second floor addition to the National 
Western Stock Show Cattle Exhibit Hall 
which will provide housing for 1,300 
cattle under one roof, according to Gen- 
eral Manager Willard Simms. 


As a result, all junior show steers will 
be stalled together on the lower floor of 
this huge building, he said, in answer to 
a request that junior exhibitors have been 
making for several years. 


Premium list copy for the 1961 show, 
Jan. 13 through 21, is being completed 
and the books will go in the mail Oct. 1. 
A new rule in the halter class division re- 
quires a minimum of five entries in hal- 
ter class horses of the breeds listed, or the 
class will be cancelled. 


Wash rack facilities in the cattle ex- 
hibit hall will be expanded to provide a 
larger area for washing the additional 
cattle that will be stalled in the building. 

In the carload cattle division, a new 
rule sets the closing date for carload en- 
tries at Dec. 15, 1960. The former closing 
date was too late to enable the entry de- 
partment and commission firms handling 
the carloads to plan penning of entries 
in advance. 


The summer yearling class of steers in 
the junior show of the 1961 National 
Western Stock Show will be divided into 
two classes by age. 


There will be an early and late class of 
summer yearling junior show steers, he 
said. The early class will be for steers 
calved May 1 to May 31, 1959. The late 
class will include steers calved June 1 to 
August 31, 1959. 

All junior show steers will be mouthed 
by an official show veterinarian to de- 
temine that they are entered in the pro- 
per classes. The veterinarian wil! check 
on summer yearlings by the dentition pro- 
cess to be sure that they are properly en- 
tered in the early or late class, Manager 
Simms said. 

All junior show steers must continue to 
be entered by age class by the exhibitor 
when he or she makes the entries.
